TO FORESTS. 


Rangers Greatly Relieved at 
Escaping Dangers. — 


Nation Now Taking Steps to 
Avoid Great Fires. 


Lightning, Campers and Pick- 
nickers Main Causes. 


DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Fre- 
quent raine have been a boon to the 
western forests this spring, and the 
officers of the forest service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
express themselves as greatly relieved 
at escaping a danger which has been 
keeping them on the anxious seat. 

The danger was, that if the sum- 
mer fire season came on as usual, 
their control on the national forests 
would be impossible with the funds 
available before July 1, when a new 
fiscal year begins. The appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year was 
heavily drawn upon to fight fires last 
summer and fall, nd though a 
deficiency appro 
from Congress, which partly re- 
plenished the fund, the amount avall- 
able this spring for protecting the 
national foresta has been leas than 
the average expenditures necessary 
during the same period in recent 
years. Hence the relief that frequent 
rains have kept the forests too damp 
to permit dangerous conditions to 
become general. 

PUBLIC I8 INTERESTED. 

But the government foresters do 
not consider that this is entirely due 
to favorable weather and timely 
rains. The public is becoming in- 
terested in forest preservation, and 
the oft-repeated story of the de- 
struction caused by human careless- 
ness is beginning to make ‘its im- 
pression. The United States leads 
all nations in forest fires. With over 
30,000 fires per year, destroying 
nearly $20,000,000 worth of timber 
and property, this country has the 
world outclassed. 
There have only been four large 
fires so far this woar in the 147 na- 
tional forests scattered throughout 
the country—one tn Minnesota, one 
in Flor and the other two in Ari 
zona, ome of which started in Mexico 
and swept across the internationa!

BUSINESS MEN TO 
MEET IN LONDON. 


ELEVEN NATIONS TO DISCUSS 
HASTENING OF WORBD 
COMMERCE. 


(EXCLOSTVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—<An 
earnest effort to find means of 
hastening the restoration of world 
commerce will be made by business 
men of eleven nations at a meeting 
to be held during the coming week 
in London. The conference is the 
first annual meeting of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, or- 
ganized in Paris last summer. 

More than 200 leading American 
business men are in London to at- 
tend the meeting. Other countries 
represented are Great’ Britain, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Denmark, 
Sweden, Greece, Holland and Po- 
land and Czech-Slovakia. 

Americans who see in this New 
World business organization an 
agency that can aid in elimination 
of trade practices which cause inter- 
national friction, were movers in its 
creation. They set afoot the move- 
ment that gave birth to the or€aniza- 
tion by calling at Atlantic City in 
1918, the International Trade Con- 
ference. 

The Americans have gone to Lon- 
don with certain definite suggestions 
to present to the conference regard- 
ing restoration of commerce. The 
main subjects to be considered are 
five in number as follows: Finance, 
transportation and communication, 
production, distribution, restoration 
of the devastated regions. The 
Americans will offer suggestions for 
increasing production over the world. 
They will point the way to elimina- 
tion of internatio practices that 
are hampering t exchange of 
goods. One suggestion of the Amer- 
ican railway group is that there wil! 
be created a mammoth equipment 
pool to finance the sale of railroad 
equipnrent.

MANUFACTURING IN HAWAII

The ship was stead- 
ily carried towards the reefs. The 
passengers were tied in their bunks 
and the captain, realizing he had but 
one chance, persuaded a few of the 
mutinous saliors to lower the an- 
chor as a last resort. The anchor 
caught fast and the ship rode the 
storm. Twenty-four Japanese fish- 
ing vessels, summoned by wireless 
to rescue the passengers and crew, 
sank.

Many Carloods of Oranges and 
Vast Sevink Results from Use 

of Water Transportation. 


Record Cargo on Way to New

The day is past when housewives 
are ashamed to may, “I haven't this 


or that piece of equipment.” For in| 


this day of the high cost of every- 
thing, few of us can afford all the 
conveniences. An ice cream freeser 
is one of those necessary, and yet. 
to some of us, in accessible posses- 
sions. 

But, luckily, it is not necessary to 
have a freezer injorder to make one 
kind of ice cream. This kind that 
requires no freezing, but simply 
packing tn salt and ice, is called 


mousse, and it can be made either 
with heavy cream whipped to a stiff 
froth, or with thin cream and géla- 
tine. Here are some fine mousse 
recipes: 

Maple Mousse: Boll 1 cup of 
maple syrup for a minute or two, 
then pour it over 4 eggs that have 
been well beaten; put this mixture 
into the top of a double boiler and 
cook until quite thick, stirring fre- 
quently. Then cool, and fold in 2 
cups of stiMy whipped double 
cream. Turn into a mold which has 
been dipped in cold water (inside 
and out.) lay a piece of paraffin + 

r over the top, press on the lid, 

tting the paper project, and pack 
this mold in equal rts of salt and 
loe, allowing it to stand in this way 
from three to four hours. 

Before packing In the salt and ice 
make sure the cover of the mold 
fits tightly. If ft is bent a little out 
of shape, or ts loose in any way, it 
is better to cover the crack where 
it comies together, with adhesive 
tape, rather than take any chances 
of the ice and salt getting in through 
the aperture; or you can smear the 
crack with lard and wind a strip of 
cloth around over this grease. 

Chocolate Mousse: Shave 2 
equares (2 ounces, that is.) of un- 
sweetened chocolate finely, and com- 
bine it with % cup of sweet milk, 

cup granulated sugar, \ inch 

stick clmpamon, and a few grains 
of salt. Put thie mixture into the 
top of double boiler and cook over 
hot water until the chocolate is 
melted, then cool, remove ck cin- 
namon, add 1 teaspoon vanilla and 
fol4 in 1 pint of double cream which 
has been stiffly whipped. Turn into 
a wet mold and proceed as above. 

Coffee Mousse: Whip 1 quart of 
thin cream with an egg beater of 
the wheel type. removing the froth 
and then whipping again till no 
more froth appears. Soak 1 table- 
spoon of granulated gelatine in 2 
tablespoons of the cream that is left 
after the froth is taken off, and dis- 
solve the gelatine in 8 more table- 


spoons of this cream heated. Now 
add 1 cup of strong, hot coffee to the

Carriers File Suit Following 
King Bill's Passing. 
Call Measure Discriminatory 


No Adequate Study Made, It is 
Said; Public Must Pey.

passage of the $15,006,000 “come 
through” King Tax Bill, but whose 
efforts were unavailing tn the face 
of a State machine lobby instructed 
te jam the huge tax increase 
through the Legislature, have just 
received further justification of 
their opposition to the bill in the 
filing of a suit by two big rafiroad 
companies asserting that the King 
discriminatory and confisca- 


Materia! increases in utility serv- 
ice rates ordered by the State Rail- 
road Commission in various parts 
California already have fully borne 
out the charge that passage of the 
King bill would result in the 
added costs along to the e, it 
is declared. 

Now, opponents of the State ad- 
ministration’s revenue-producing tax 
program are in position te peint to 
their second assertion that the tax 
bill, ag signed so eagerly by Gov. 
Stephens, was open to attack on the 
ground that {it was not based on a 
knowledge of conditions, that it die- 
criminated between steam and elec- 
tric transportation companies and 
that the utilities had not been given 
a fair opportunity to present their 
case 


* Complaints attacking the bili have 
been filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Bacramento by the 
Southern Pacifie and the Santa Fe. 


WITHOUT AUTHORITY? 


The three outstanding indictments 
of the King bill are: First, that the 
Legislature had no legal authority 
to fix a rate of taxation for steam 
roads different from that of electric 
railroads; second, that the Legisia- 
ture made no valuation of rallroad 
properties, and, third, that no at- 
tempt was made to equalize values 
of railroad properties with values 
of general property taxed for city 
and county purposes. 

In a table of figures prepared for 
the ratiroads it-is shown that the 
steam lines in California will be re- 
quired to pay taxes representing 
47.68 per cent of their entire net op- 
erating revenue if the King bill is 
upheld. 

The roads formerly paid a rate 
of 5.25 per cent, based on their an- 
nual gross earnings, and thie rate, 
under the King bill, was increased to 
7 per cent. It is contended by the 
railroads that the old rate of 5.25 
should be retained, particilarily in 
the case of the electric companies, 
which are acknowledged to be in 
straightened financial condition. 

The King bill, increasing the 
taxes of the five steam lines from 
$7,658,777 im 1920 to $12,138,977 in 
1921, is an increase of 68.4 per cent 
In the taxes assessed against the 
roads. 

Setting forth in suceinct fashion 
the attitude of the railroads, the 
following statement is declared te 
be an excellent presentation of the 
fact that unwise taxation is @ men- 
fee not only to public utili but 
to the people aé a whole: 

“The greater part of the Income of 
the State of California ts derived 
from a tax upon the gross receipts 
of public utility companies. This 
tax is imposed upon the corpora- 
tions serving the public, according 
to the generally held theory that it 
will be computed as a part of the 
operating expenses in fixing rates to 
be charged to consumers of service 

“While there are certain practical 
obstacles operating to prevent the 
passing on of the tax charge to the 
public, such as the problem of mak- 
ing the raise in charges for service 
concurrent with increases in taxes, 
nevertheless the fundamental fact 
remaing that eventually the public 

ays—elther in higher rates or in 
mpaired service. 

MEANS DISSATISFACTION. 

“Ratiroads and other public serv- 
ice compantes have reason to object 
to imposition of excessive taxes, even 


when such taxes may be im- 
mediately to the censumer. The 
average person when  confrented 


with an tncreased charge for serv- 
ice, such as transportation, does not 
realize that taxes enter inte that 
charge. 

“Unwarranted taxes, result- 
ing tn high rates, therefore, breed 
dissatisfaction on the part of the 
public with the utility company. The 
rafiroad, for example, might thereby 
be forced unjustly to face the antag- 
oniem of the individuals and the 
communities it is striving earnestly 
to serve. 

“Even if the rafiroads and other 

ublic service corporations were 
orced to absorb increased taxes 
without raising rates, such increases 
would react against the public. Ex- 
cessive taxation, then, would mean 
a lessening of the quality and 
ey of service. The credit of 
the companies would be impaired so 
that they could borfow no Money 
or else borrow it only at exorbitant 
rates. Improvements and extensions 
would have to be foregone. Bank- 
ruptcy might follow and the story 
of the kind of service rendered by 
insolvent public service corporations 
and how the public is made dearly 
to pay for such service is long and 
well known. 

“It is proper that the public should 
take a persona! Interest in how much 
the railroads pay into the public 
treasuries, ‘just as the public takes 
an interest in the amount of money 
it transfers directly from its pocket 
into the county or community cof- 
fers, for. if the burden of taxation 
on a public service corporation is 
unduly heavy, the public, in one way 
or another, eventually will feel its 
weights.”
